After hearing Miner read a copy 
of a protest petition now being 
circulated among residents of the 
area, coundil voted unanimously 
that City Attorney James T. O’- 
Keefe Jr. represent the city and 
its residents in opposing the appli- 
cation before the county commis- 
sion. 

Councilman Edward Church, who 
made the motion, said there was 
sufficient public interest involved 
to justify the city government in 
intervening. 

The plant, according to a notice 
by the county planners, is pro- 
posed on a 69-acre area north of 
Willow road and east of the South- 
ern Pacific right of way.

Miner said residents feel that 
the plant would cause a “public 
nuisance” by creating “odor, fumes 
and smoke” and that asphalt-car- 
rying trucks would create a traffic 
hazard on Willow road.

it ever there was an example of a comparatively small 
sum standing in the way of continuing a project of proven 
value, it is the threat of abandoning the community recreation 
center at 550 Bell street in East Palo Alto. 

Built and operated by county recreation funds after the 
site was donated by residents,.the center for several months 
has had a figurative axe hovering over it. Despite all the 
time that has passed, the solution is no nearer and now resi- 
dents of the area have called a public meeting and invited 
county officials in an effort to save the recreation undertaking. 

They hope some progress will be made at the session to- 
night in Ravenswood school auditorium. Prime mover in the 
fight to retain the center is the Ravenswood Recreation assoc- 
iation, which sponsored fund raising events that made it pos- 
sible tor the group to purchase the site and deed it to the 
county, which then bore cost of construction. 


It was last January the center went into full scale opera- 
tion, in charge of a full-time ‘employe of the county. recreation 
department. But months before it opened, the county board 
of supervisors had decided to abandon purely lacal recreation 
projects in unincorporated areas at the close of the fiscal year 
June 30, 1950. 


The supervisors had to consider protests of municipalities 
in which taxes are levied for recreation work outside of cities 
as well as taxes for such activity within the cities. The view- 
point of municipal officials was that county recreation funds 
should be spent on county-wide recreation activities, such as 
parks and beaches, rather than on community projects that 
benefit small areas. 


The supervisors felt that local elementary school districts 
might take over the cost of such projects when the time came 
for the county to withdraw its financial support. 

. Such a proposal was made to the trustees of the Ravens- 
wood school district, which considered the matter at length. 

The matter, came to a head again Monday night when 
Ralph Shaw, county recreation director, met with the Ravens- 
wood trustees as a ‘’followup’’ to determine whether the dist- 
rict_ could give some financial assistance to the East Palo 
Aito center. 


While this part of the school board meeting was closed, 
it is reported the board’s answer was that it could make no 
commitment now, since next year’s budget yet has to be 
adopted and membership of the board might change as re- 
sult of the May 19 school election. 


The surprising thing is that the matter of only about $6009 
stands in the way of carrying on the recreation center on the 
scale it has been operated. Certainly such a sum is not go- 
ing to be any great burden on such units of government as 
San Mateo county and the Ravenswood school district. The 
tax rolls are growing. So is school population and resultant 
cost of school operations, but isn’t a recreation program to 
yelp take care of that growth important? 


The county government already has a fair-sized invest- 
ment in the undertaking. Should it withdraw entirely? 

Certainly the project is of interest to patrons of the Rav- 
enswood school district. Is there no possibility of school funds 
being used to at least some extent? 

Authority for the $6000 cost estimate is Shaw, who said 
that $3600 would pay for supervision and that maintenance 
and other costs should not require more than $2400. 

There should be no controversy among concerned parties 
over this matter. It is too important to all. There still is some 
time left to determine what can be done about the center. 
There should be on effort by means of meetings to reach 
Q solution. 

If one youngster is kept off the delinquency path, the ex- 
penditure of several times $6000 will have been justified.

a” Salaries 
Discussed

One of the unresolved contro- 


versies in the school world is wheth- 
er teachers should be paid accord- 
ing to “merit” or according to 
length of sérvice modified perhaps 
by the number of university credits 
accumulated. 


One of the discussion groups I 
attended in Atlantic City was en- 
titled “Evaluation of Teaching: 
Its Present Status.” 

The principal speakers were Dr. 


Dwight E. Beecher of the New York 
State Education Department and 
Dr. Dan H. Cooper of Iowa State 
University. Panel members _in- 
cluded the _ superintendents of 
schools in Hagerstown, Md., Green- 
ville, Ga. Topeka Kan., Granite 
City, Ill; and Council Bluffs, Iowa. 


Presiding was Lester B. Ball, 


Superintendent of Schools in High- 
land Park, Iil. 


Dr. Beecher reported on the New 


York State law, which provided a 
merit system for teachers in that 
State after July 1, 1947. Beecher 
stated that the Legislature would 
not go along with increasing mini- 
mum teachers’ salaries until some 
assurance was given that the higher 
salaries were paid to competent 
persons, 


As finally worked out, the 
schedule gave automatic incre- 
ments for the first six years, 
and then four promotional hurd- 
les over the following ten years. 
School boards are required to pro- 


mote each year a minimum of 175 
per cent of those eligible for pro- 
motional increments in terms of 
service until at least 50 per cent of 
all teachers are at or above the first 
promotional hurdle, 30 per cent at 
or above the second, 29 per cent at 
or above the third, and 10 per cent 
at the fourth, or top level. 


The boards may exceed these per- 


centages if they wish. Once a pro- 
motion has been granted it may not 
be withdrawn. 


The merit ratings are based upon 


four areas of service, generally 
weighted in the following propor- 
tions: 


Service to pupils, 66. 
Community service, 6 or 7. 
Extracurricular activities, 7 or 8. 
Education and travel, 15. 

(The above adds to 95 instead of 


100, but that’s what my notes 
show.) 


All of the above are to be in- 
terpreted in the light of what 
these activities contribute to an 
increase in the service to pupils 
by the teacher. 

The ratings are determined us- 


ually by a committee of nine, con- 
sisting of teachers, administrators 
and sometimes school board mem- 
bers also. About half of the school 
districts in the state have a quanti- 
tative method of arriving at the 
final rating. 


Beecher summarized the ex- 
perience with the law as very 
satisfactory with the possibility 
that some {mprovements should 
be made. He said that it proved 
that a merit system was practical, 
that the attention of teachers, ad- 
ministrators and board members 
has been focused on the aims of 
teaching, and that it had resulted 
in a greater effort on the part of 
teachers. 

As I stated at the beginning of 


this column, this is a controversial 
subject, and I have reported only 
the gist of Beecher’s talk above. 


Next week I will report Cooper’s 


talk and the contrary opinions ex- 
pressed at the meeting.

rate of 1 cent per $100 assessed val- 
uation over a 30-year period. Any 
unpaid balance is wiped off the 
books at that time. 

A master plan of expansion is 
required as part of the formal ap- 
plication for the money and, since 
difference space allotments are 
made in the case of junior high 
schools, the district must decide in 
advance what type of application to 
make. 

To meet anticipated needs, the 
Menlo Park district will have to 
construct two classrooms at Fre- 
mont school, six classrooms and a 
multi-purpose room at Hillview and 
eight classrooms, a kindergarten 
and a multi-purpose room at a new 
school to serve the Stanford Village- 
Linfield Oaks area, Homfeld stated. 
DISCUSS CAFETERIAS 

The superintendent also _ told 
board members that a minimum of 
$6000 would be needed to finance 
installation of cafeteria facilities at 
existing schools. The proposed 
units would include a dishwasher, 
potato peeler, range and _ serving 
table, Homfeld said, but food to be 
served from them could be obtain- 
ed cheaply from government sur- 
pluses. 

The trustees also: 

1. Approved instaHation of pipe- 
lines and faucets to be installed out- 
side rooms facing the Middlefield 
road side of Encinal school. 

2. Signed a formal notice of ac- 
ceptance for Hillview school. 

3. Took under consideration 4 
proposal by Homfeld that a full- 
time principal be hired for Cen- 
tral school to allow better distribu- 
tion of administrative tasks and to 
allow the superintendent more time 
te visit classrooms and maintain 
contracts at the schools. 

4. Set March 27 as date for a spec- 
ial discussion meeting with parents 
on “current school practices.” 
TEACHING METHODS 

The special meeting was set after 
a lengthy discussion between mem- 
bers of the audience and the school 
board regarding teaching methods 
and how the results compare with 
those elsewhere. 

5. Authorized the superintendent 
to purchase a spinet-type piano for 
Hillview school at a cost of approx- 
imately $475 provided he could not 
find a better instrument for the 
same price. 

6. Resolved to send a letter of 
thanks to the Menlo Park police 
department for supplying signs and 
men to slow down traffic on Santa 
Cruz avenue in the vicinity of Hill- 
view school. 

7. Directed Homfeld to address a 
letter to the Ravenswood school 
district inquiring into placing two 
proposed Ravenswood schools with- 
in the boundaries of the Menlo Park 
school district. The proposed school 
sites are contiguous to the Ravens- 
wood school district. 

8. Discussed landscaping of Hill- 
view school in line with a proposal 
submitted by Arthur Cobbledick, 
East Palo Alto landscape architect.

Another speaker, male, said he’d 
yet to find any yards or gardens 
ruined by dogs and added that the 
animals likely would make more 
noise if constantly confined. 

Yet another inquired whether 
the leashing proposal was aimed at 
“reducing the number of dogs.” 

“T haven’t slept the two and a 
half years since I moved here,” said 
a leashing proponent. 

SEES ‘HEADACHE’ 

Gerald Dalmadge, chief of the 
Palo Alto animal shelter in which 
animals would be impounded under 
the proposed Menlo Park ordinance, 
said it is “impossible to legislate 
perfectly” and opined that if leash- 
ing is required, three full time 
poundmasters would be needed. The 
proposed ordinance calls for one. 

“Enforcement would be a head- 
ache and a financial burden to the 
city,” 
out dog control in Palo Alto has 
been successful without a leashing 
provision. 

Harry C. Miner, 1050 Ringwood 
avenue, was a major champion of 
dogs. 

“We don’t need a restriction on 
90 per cent of dogs because of the 
activities of 10 per cent,” he said. 
He added he had resided in three 
cities which have leashing require- 
ments and yet had to hear of any
